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Tests reveal 
toxins in air

Air quality 
in industrial 
centre cause 
for concern 

New air-quality tests in one of 
Canada’s largest petrochemical 
processing regions have revealed 
more evidence of short-lived but 
concentrated plumes of toxic 
chemicals. 

The tests by a Nobel-prize- 
winning lab at University of 
California Irvine echo previous 
results scientists have recorded 
for known carcinogens in the 
area northeast of Edmonton. 

“It is a snapshot, but it’s no 
fluke,” said Donald Blake, who 
heads the lab. 

Researchers visited what’s 
called Alberta’s Industrial Heart¬ 
land — home to more than 
40 petrochemical companies — 
in July 2012. 

They collected 96 samples of 


air nearby and in upwind rural 
areas. 

The results vary widely, al¬ 
though the majority are well 
under Alberta’s limits. But for 
July 8-12 of that year research¬ 
ers found three days that had 
brief, dramatic spikes in levels 
of benzene, a known carcinogen 
for which there is no safe level. 

Researchers also found blood 
cancers in men in the three coun¬ 
ties surrounding the heartland 
to be consistently higher over 
the years 1997-2006 than for 
neighbouring counties. No link 
was proven. 

Warren Kindzierski, a profes¬ 
sor in the University of Alberta’s 
public Health department, called 
the results interesting, but said 
more data is needed to confirm 
whether transient puffs of taint¬ 
ed air are slipping by monitors. 
There’s a good statistical chance 
the high results could be an er¬ 
ror, he suggested. 

“They’ve got some good data 
here. I think the evidence is not 
all there yet.” the Canadian press

Transit users will soon be able 
to use Google as their guide, as 
the city continues to increase 
the availability of transit data. 

ETS began adding Smart Bus 
technology that allows real-time 
GPS data to be gathered in 2014. 

Currently, 304 buses on 21 
routes are equipped with the 
technology, and the city plans to 
add it to nearly 500 more buses 


by the end of 2015. 

Last week, ETS made the data 
from smart-equipped buses avail¬ 
able to Google Transit, an online 
transit information feed. With 
the city’s data, Google Transit 
can share bus location informa¬ 
tion with commuters. 

City council approved the 
adoption of Smart Bus technol¬ 
ogy in 2011. Sharing the data 
with Google Transit is the first 
time the city has shared real-time 
transit info with a third-party 
developer. The collaboration is 
part of the Open City initiative. 


PROJECT WATCH 

City reports on 
housing progress 


City staff say they’re working 
hard to help police and the 
province address the shocking 
living conditions of vulnerable 
people in motels. 

During an investigation 
dubbed Project Watch, Edmon¬ 
ton police discovered last year 
that families were living in 
run-down city motels at tre¬ 
mendous taxpayer expense. 

Earlier this year, Mayor Don 
Iveson asked administration for 
a report on what city staff had 
done to help address the prob¬ 
lem. The report, which council 
will discuss Tuesday, outlines 
that staff from a variety of de¬ 
partments have been involved, 
but suggests the real power 
rests with the province, which 
has the authority to enforce 
minimum housing standards. 


Coun. Scott McKeen said he 
intends to ensure the city is do¬ 
ing all it can, even if that means 
adding more resources. “We 
have to up our game to make 
sure that vulnerable people 
are not being further exploited 
by scurrilous people,” he said. 

He said the province bears 
a lot of the responsibility, but 
that doesn’t leave the city off 
the hook. Beyond the issue with 
motel rooms, McKeen thinks 
all levels of government need 
to be putting more money into 
social housing so families aren’t 
living in these conditions. 

“We’re not doing a good 
enough job here. We need to 
greatly increase our invest¬ 
ment in a range of supportive 
housing.”

Edmonton’s Hawrelalc Park Lake 
is ready to host the ITU triathlon 
after the city managed to bring 
down the levels of blue-green 
algae in the lake. 

The event looked to be in 


trouble last week when AHS 
tested the water and found levels 
of blue-green algae that would 
have made swimmers sick. 

AHS medical officer of health 
Dr. Chris Silcora said after the 
work the city did, the lake has 
a clean bill of health. 

“If the triathlon was held to¬ 
day the lake water would be safe 
to swim in,” he said at a news 
conference Sunday afternoon. 

He said they will continue 
monitoring the lake right up 
to next week’s race to be sure, 
but the bacteria counts have 
dropped dramatically. 

Mike Jenkins, the city’s bio¬ 
logical sciences technician, said

the city has separated the algae 
blooms in one portion of the 
lake and chlorinated the area 
where swimmers will travel. 

“We’ve always know it was 
a potential issue, which is why 
we were testing for it before the 
event,” he said. 

He said adding chlorine to 


the lake when it is used for the 
triathlon is a standard practice 
that goes back about 10 years. 

“This lake is not intended for 
swimming under normal cir¬ 
cumstances, it is only for very 
special events when we have 
done the mitigation efforts,” 
he said. 

The lake has never seen an 
algae bloom like this before and 
Jenkins said they suspect it was 
caused by the hot, diy weather 
this summer. 

Don Lowiy, chair of the triath¬ 
lon, said it was a tremendous re¬ 
lief to be able to run a full event. 

“I don’t think we’re going to 
miss a beat,” he said.

Scene of the 
city’s largest 
mass murder 
is up for sale

It was a sunny day in July when 
Luis Machado noticed a dump¬ 
ster on the driveway of the 
house next door. 

He watched from his second- 
floor bedroom window as it sat 
there for four days, filling up 
with women’s and children’s 
clothing, toys and books. He 
watched from the same spot 
four months earlier, when 
bloody mattresses were pulled 
from the house. 

He watched the last rem¬ 
nants of a family’s life leaving 
their home and thought about 
moving his wife and daughter 
away from the north-end Klar- 
vatten neighbourhood. Moving 
them somewhere away from 
that house, where seven people, 
including a three-year-old girl 
and an eight-year-old boy, were 
killed seven months earlier. 

“My daughter played with 
the boy eveiy day,” Machado 
says. “It was hard, because we 
knew them. It brought back a 
lot of memories. 

“But I tell my family, ‘It hap¬ 
pened there, not here. We are 
a different family.’” 

The worst mass murder in 


Edmonton’s history happened 
last year in the house at 18024 
83 Street. Within its walls, Phu 
Lam, 53, shot his wife and six 
of her family members and 
friends to death on Dec. 29. 
He killed another woman in 
her home on the city’s south 
side, but spared his one-year- 
old daughter and eight-month- 
old nephew. 

He ended the massacre by 
killing himself inside a Viet¬ 
namese restaurant in Fort Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

There’s no “For Sale” sign on 
the mowed lawn, but the house 
went on the market in August. 
Built in 2012, the three-bed- 
room, three-bathroom house 
— foreclosed by the bank — is 
listed online at $365,000. Simi¬ 
lar homes in the neighbour¬ 
hood are listed for $419,000 
or more. 

The home is being sold as- 
is. From the outside, it mirrors 
the other houses in the afflu¬ 
ent Edmonton neighbourhood. 
“18024” is printed in prominent 
white letters above the two- 
car garage. The vinyl siding, 
marked with bullet holes half a 
year ago, is clean and repaired. 
A single young tree, stricken by 
the summer drought, is staked 
on the front lawn. 

The listing describes the 
house as a “handyman spe¬ 
cial needing lots of work in¬ 
side.” Realtor’s photos show a 
modern kitchen with granite 
countertops. But the staircases 
and some of the rooms are mis¬ 
sing carpet. 

No explanation is given. 

In Alberta, the seller does

The property, which has 
been foreclosed by the 
bank, is currently on the 
market for $365,000.

not have to disclose to poten¬ 
tial buyers that a major crime 
occurred in the home — un¬ 
less a buyer specifically asks, 
says RE/MAX River City Real¬ 
tor Jennifer Pretty. This is the 
case in eveiy province except 
for Quebec. 

“If there is a latent defect 
that’s going to cause somebody 
grief or a lot of money to rem¬ 
edy, it’s written right into the 
real estate contract that that 
is something they need to dis¬ 
close,” Pretty says. “If they lie, 
then there would be grounds 
for a lawsuit.” 

Pretty says she has sold a 
home in which a man hanged 
himself in the garage, but a 
multiple homicide weighs heav¬ 
ier on her mind. 

“I would have a really hard 
time, ethically, to sell someone 
a house like that and not tell 
them something like that hap¬ 
pened,” she says. 

The house is listed by Jim 
Noble of Homes and Gardens 


Real Estate Limited on Lilypad. 
ca. A call to the number provid¬ 
ed on the listing was answered 
by Atul Kaushal, of Zolo Realty. 

Kaushal says he’s not aware 
of the histoiy of the house. 

Anna Pluta moved into a 
house directly facing 10824 
in April. The house across the 
street was just any other house 
to her, until neighbours told 
her its gruesome histoiy. 

She learned from a neigh¬ 
bour that her home’s previous 
owners had children who once 
played with Elvis, the eight- 
year-old boy killed in the shoot¬ 
ing. That family was eager to 
leave after the crime, neigh¬ 
bour Ron Bailey says. A few 
others in the neighbourhood 
eventually did as well, he adds. 

Staring at it from her drive¬ 


way, Pluta says she can’t im¬ 
agine anyone wanting to live 
in the house across the street. 

The Real Estate Council of 
Alberta dictates how real es¬ 
tate professionals should deal 
with sellers who may be selling 
a “stigmatized property.” The 
term encompasses a variety 
of incidents that can render a 
house ‘stigmatized’ or hard to 
sell: if it has been the site of a 
suicide or death, the scene of a 
major crime, reportedly haunt¬ 
ed, vandalized, or if a grow-op 
was ever on the property. 

In other parts of Canada, 
bolder steps have been taken 
to find peace and closure for 
a neighbourhood. 

When serial killer Paul Ber¬ 
nardo was convicted of raping 
and murdering young women 



in 1995, the City of St. Cathar¬ 
ines, Ont., purchased the home 
in which the crimes happened 
and tore it down the same year. 
A new home exists on that 
lot today, with a new address 
number. 

This is what many neigh¬ 
bours in the community would

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happened, but time heals’ 



like to see happen to the house, 
Machado says. 

The Machado family put 
blinds on their upstairs bath¬ 
room window shortly after the 
crime next door. The glass is 
textured and it’s their only 
window facing the house, but 
they couldn’t stand looking 


through it. 

Machado also installed a pri¬ 
vacy wall on their property line 
with the house so his wife could 
enjoy sitting on their backyard 
deck this summer. 

Still, it’s been hard to cope. 

“Even this week, I told my 
husband, ‘Maybe we should 


move,”’ Machado’s wife says. 
“But we thought, ‘Who’s going 
to buy our house? Who’s going 
to want to live here?”’ 

Many potential buyers have 
visited the house since it went 
up for sale, Machado says. 
Whether or not they’re aware 
of its history, he doesn’t know. 


His family stands beside him 
in the doorway of their home 
in late August as a black truck 
pulls up to the house next door. 
A man with a rag and a spray 
bottle steps out of the truck, 
labelled “Trauma Scene Bio 
Services Inc.” 

“Here they are again,” he 


says with a sigh, pulling his 
daughter close. “But this is still 
a nice area. It’s quiet, lots of 
families and kids. 

“We will never forget what 
happened, but time heals. 
Maybe if someone moves in 
there it’ll give us some closure. 
A new beginning.” 


Q BUYER BEWARE 

Stigma disclosure laws 
for properties are only 
enforced in Quebec 

About half of American 
states require property 
sellers to disclose stig¬ 
mas such as whether a 
major crime has hap¬ 
pened on the property. 

In Canada, this law ap¬ 
plies only to Quebec. 

In Alberta, sellers 
must disclose any latent 
defects with a property 
that is on the market. 

This includes defects 
that make a property 
dangerous, unfit to live 
in, or unfit for the buy¬ 
er's purpose. Material 
latent defects can be ex¬ 
pensive to repair. 

If a seller refuses to 
answer certain ques¬ 
tions, options to the 
buyer include proceed¬ 
ing with the purchase 
without an answer to 
their stigma question, 
researching their ques¬ 
tions online or through 
neighbours, or purchas¬ 
ing a different home al¬ 
together. 

What is considered a 
stigma to one buyer may 
not be to another. 

"It is up to the buyer 
to ask if they have any 
concerns about those 
things," said Century 21 
Vantage Realty Broker 
Geneva Tetrault. 

"The only excep¬ 
tion to that would be if, 
because of the crime, 
there was a defect to the 
house itself. 

So structural damage, 
or something that would 
make the house danger¬ 
ous or unfit for habita¬ 
tion."

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Ottawa fights for Fahmy 


INCARCERATION 

Harper faces 
criticism 
over sluggish 
intervention 

The Canadian embassy in 
Cairo has officially petitioned 
the Egyptian government to 
release imprisoned journalist 
Mohamed Fahmy, according 
to Fahmy’s brother. 

Reached in Egypt by phone, 
Adel Fahmy said that the Can¬ 
adian ambassador to Egypt, 
Troy Lulashnylc, filed docu¬ 
ments on Sunday morning to 
have Mohamed Fahmy either 
deported or pardoned. 

“The ambassador has met 
with the (Egyptian) minister 
of justice today and has also 
filed for deportation officially 
and filed for a presidential 
pardon as well,” Adel said. 

“This is the opportune time 
and the most essential time 
for this to be done,” he added. 

Ottawa’s decision to take 
a firm stance on Fahmy’s re¬ 
lease follows repeated calls 
from Prime Minister Stephen

“Very concretely, we are 
asking Stephen Harper to 
put aside the election cam¬ 
paign for a moment and call 
President al-Sisi directly and 
ask him to send Mr. Fahmy 
home,” NDP foreign-affairs 
critic Paul Dewar told The 
Canadian Press. 

Liberal foreign-affairs crit¬ 
ic Marc Garneau told The 
Canadian Press that Harper 
should contact al-Sisi and 
“register Canada’s strongest 
disapproval, and in fact to 
make it very clear that the 
relationship between Canada 
and Egypt, which has been a 
good one, is in jeopardy if Mr.

Fahmy to three years in pris¬ 
on on Saturday.

SEX ED 

Class not 
optional: 
Quebec 

Education on sexual matters is 
too important to be optional, 
according to Quebec’s ministiy 
of education. 

The province is rolling out a 
new pilot project in which sex 
education will become manda- 
toiy for all students from kinder¬ 
garten to the last year of high 
school, regardless of the religious 
or personal convictions of par¬ 
ents. No exceptions will be made. 

The sexuality education pi¬ 
lot project, which will begin in 
the next few days in about 15 
schools, will last two years, af¬ 
fect 8,200 students and could 
be adopted by schools across 
the province in 2017. 

The Quebec program has no 
lack of contentious elements, 
whether it’s the mandatoiy na¬ 
ture of the classes, lack of train¬ 
ing for teachers or the absence 
of consultation. But children will 
learn about the signs of puberty 
and different sexual practices, 
whether parents like it or not. 

“For the moment, no exemp¬ 
tions are planned,” said ministiy 
of education spokesman Pascal 

Ouellet. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Conservatives and Liberals 
ganged up Sunday on per¬ 
ceived frontrunner Tom Mul¬ 
cair, claiming there’s a multi- 
billion-dollar hole in the NDP 
leader’s election platform. 

The two rival parties differed 
on precisely how deep that hole 
would be and on their suspi¬ 
cions of what Mulcair would 
do to dig himself out of it. 

But the message was the 
same: the NDP is not being 
honest about the cost of its 
election program. 

Mulcair dismissed both 
the Liberal and Conservative 
numbers as fictional and called 
them a sign of desperation by 
rivals trying to blunt the NDP’s 
early momentum in the mara¬ 
thon campaign to Oct. 19. Many 
recent polls suggest the New 
Democrats are in the lead. 

Liberals claimed there’s a 


$28-billion gap between Mul- 
cair’s promises of new spending 
and his pledge that an NDP gov¬ 
ernment could balance all its 
budgets over a four-year term. 

Jason Kenney, the defence 
minister, estimated at least an 
$ 8-billion gap in the first year 
of an NDP government. He said 
that doesn’t include more than 
100 other promises New Demo¬ 
crats have made over the past 
three years without attaching 
a price tag. 

“It’s something that the Con¬ 
servatives are making up,” Mul¬ 
cair said during a campaign 
stop in Halifax. 

Mulcair said the Conserva¬ 
tives’ cost estimate includes 
“things that have been pre¬ 
sented long in the past” by the 
NDP, and which are apparently 
no longer part of the program. 

“It’s an attempt to distract 
from things that are real, like 
the fact that Stephen Harper 
has run up $150 billion in debt 
while he’s been the prime min¬ 
ister of Canada,” said Mulcair. 

As for the Liberals, he said 
their estimate “is so fanciful 
that it defies description.”

Many still in dark after B.C. windstorm 


Emergency crews were work¬ 
ing to clean up the aftermath of 
a vicious windstorm that tore 
through southwestern British 
Columbia on Saturday, bring¬ 
ing trees and branches crash¬ 
ing down onto power lines and 
cars and leaving an estimated 
500,000 people without power. 

BC Hydro said it could take 
until Monday morning to re¬ 
store power to some areas. 

Eighty-kilometre-an-hour 
winds buffeted the Lower Main¬ 


land, at one point toppling 
a tree onto a woman in her 
40s who was walking with her 
daughter in Surrey. The RCMP 
described the woman’s injuries 
as life-threatening. 

The bulk of the outages oc¬ 
curred in the Greater Vancou¬ 
ver Area, and BC Hydro said 
that as of 10 a.m. Sunday about 
180,000 customers were still 
waiting for the power to be re¬ 
stored. The area’s 911 line was 
overwhelmed with inquiries 


about power outages, prompt¬ 
ing officials to ask residents 
to call only in the event of an 
urgent emergency. 

Metro Vancouver Regional 
District’s emergency program 
co-ordinator Rod Tulett said 
the district’s emergency pro¬ 
cedures performed extremely 
well so far. 

He described Saturday’s 
gales as the backup system’s 
biggest test since the district 
was caught off-guard by a wind¬ 


storm in 2006. 

The Greater Vancouver Zoo 
also suffered extensive dam¬ 
age, reported the facility’s gen¬ 
eral manager Jody Henderson. 
Powerful winds caused fences 
to come down, most notably 
the barricade surrounding the 
grizzly bear enclosure. 

“We followed our normal 
emergency protocol,” said Hen¬ 
derson. “At no time did our 
grizzly bear get out.”

Investigators 
find more 
detonators, 
seek motive 

Thai police said Sunday the 
man arrested in connection 
with Bangkok’s deadly bomb¬ 
ing was being unco-operative, 
possibly not telling the truth 
to interrogators and would re¬ 
main in military custody for at 
least seven days. 

The unnamed foreigner was 
arrested Saturday at an apart¬ 
ment on the outskirts of Bang¬ 
kok where police seized bomb¬ 
making equipment and fake 
passports. 

It was the first possible 


breakthrough in the investi¬ 
gation into the Aug. 17 blast 
at the Erawan Shrine, which 
killed 20 people, more than half 
of whom were foreigners, and 
injured more than 120 others. 

National police spokesman 
Prawuth Thavornsiri told The 
Associated Press that police 
found “more than 200 pass¬ 
ports” in the man’s apartment, 
including many that were emp¬ 
ty, and police were exploring 
the theory that he was part 
of a network that provided 
fake passports to migrants. He 
said the passports were from 
one countiy, but wouldn’t say 
which one. He did not explain 
why a passport gang might tar¬ 
get a religious shrine. 

Much remains unknown 
about the suspect, including his 
nationality, his motive, his rela¬ 


tionship to the alleged bombing 
network or if he was plotting 
an attack, Prawuth said, adding 
that another attack was “pos¬ 
sible” because police found 10 
detonators. 

The blast at the Erawan 
Shrine was unprecedented in 
the Thai capital, where smaller 
bombs have been employed 
in domestic political violence 
over the past decade, but not 
in an effort to cause large-scale 
casualties. 

The shrine is a popular tour¬ 
ist destination, particularly 


with Chinese visitors, who 
are an important segment of 
the lucrative tourist market. 
At least six of the dead were 
from China and Hong Kong. 

No one has claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the blast, spark¬ 
ing several theories into who 
might be behind it. Possible 
suspects include parties seek¬ 
ing to avenge Thailand’s forced 
repatriation of ethnic Uighurs 
to China. Uighurs are related 
to Turks, and Turkey is home 
to a large Uighur community.

New suspect found 
in case of 71 deaths 


A fifth man suspected of being 
involved in the deaths of 71 
migrants found in a truck in 
neighbouring Austria has been 
detained, Hungarian police said 
Sunday. 

The Bulgarian national was 
arrested on Saturday evening, 
a police statement said. Police 
said they will seek to have him 
held in custody on suspicion of 
human trafficking, but gave no 
further details about him. 

On Saturday, a court in the 
central Hungarian city of Kec¬ 
skemet, where prosecutors say 
the truck departed, placed four 
other suspects under prelimin- 
aiy arrest pending possible in¬ 
dictment in the case. 

Three other Bulgarians and 


an Afghan were arrested Thurs¬ 
day in southern Hungaiy, after 
the truck with the dead mi¬ 
grants was found earlier that 
day parked along the Budapest- 
to-Vienna highway. 

Austrian experts are per¬ 
forming autopsies on the mi¬ 
grant victims - 59 men, eight 
women and four children. 

Austrian police have said the 
migrants likely suffocated to 
death. As of Sunday, 16 autopsies 
had been performed but there 
was no conclusive information 
yet on the cause of death, police 
spokeswoman Alexandra Haret- 
er said. The process is expected 
to continue for several days. The 
identity of the migrants remains 
unclear, the associated press 


HOLLYWOOD 

Scream director 
Craven dies at 76 


Wes Craven, the prolific writ¬ 
er-director who thrilled audi¬ 
ences with iconic and bloody 
suburban slashers like Night¬ 
mare on Elm Street and Scream 
that made his name synonym¬ 
ous with horror, has died. He 
was 76. 

In a statement, Craven’s 
family said that he died in his 
Los Angeles home Sunday, sur¬ 
rounded by family, after bat¬ 
tling brain cancer. 

A prolific writer, director 
and editor, Craven is credited 
with reinventing the teen hor¬ 
ror genre with the 1984 re¬ 
lease of A Nightmare on Elm 
Street starring a then-unknown 
Johnny Depp. The movie and 
its indelible, razor-fingered vil¬ 
lain Freddy Krueger (played by 
Robert Englund) led to several 
sequels, as did his 1996 suc¬ 
cess, Scream. 

Besides his work in horror 
films, Craven also directed 


the drama Music of the Heart, 
which earned Meryl Streep an 
Oscar nomination. 

Wesley Earl (Wes) Craven 
was born in Cleveland, Ohio, 
on Aug. 2, 1939. Though he 
earned a Master’s Degree in 
philosophy and writing from 
John Hopkins University and 
briefly taught as a college pro¬ 
fessor in Pennsylvania and New 
York, his start in movies was in 
pornography, where he worked 
under a pseudonym. 

Craven’s feature debut under 
his own name was 1972’s The 
Last House on the Left, a hor¬ 
ror film about teenage girls 
abducted by thugs and taken 
into the woods. Made for just 
$87,000, the film, though 
graphic enough to be censored 
in many countries, was a hit. 
Roger Ebert said it was “about 
four times as good as you’d

Border wall gets backer from Wisconsin 


Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker 
is putting a new twist on the 
topic of securing the border, 
a staple among the GOP can¬ 
didates running for president, 
by pointing north. 

Walker said in an interview 
that aired Sunday that build¬ 
ing a wall along the countiy’s 
norther border with Canada is 
a legitimate issue that merits 
further review.

“They raised some very 
legitimate concerns, including 
some law enforcement folks 
that brought that up to me at 
one of our town hall meetings 
about a week and a half ago. 
So that is a legitimate issue 
for us to look at,” Walker said.

Want to buy gold as a savings 
alternative?

Josh Crumb, co-founder of 
BitGold, says he created the 
software that automatically 
links buyers to bullion dealers 
and storage companies because 
he wanted to make it easier for 
people to own gold as a hedge 
against inflation and as a store 
of value. 

“It’s just so much easier, 
like everything else, to do it 
from your mobile phone,” said 
Crumb. 

The system charges a one 
per cent fee to exchange cash 
into gold and back but storage 
is free. It also allows users to 
transfer their gold value to a 
prepaid credit card, so they 
can actually buy a cup of cof¬ 
fee with their gold holdings, 
said Crumb. 

“It gives the ability without 
having to go to coin shops and 
shave off some flakes of gold 
to buy something.” 

Crumb said he and co-found¬ 
er Roy Sebag were inspired 
by the possibilities of Bitcoin, 
which allows global financial 
transactions without going 
through banking systems. 

Like Bitcoin, BitGold allows 
free transfers between users, 
including an international 
money-transfer option that is 
in the works. But the key dif¬ 
ference, says Crumb, is that 
Bitcoin will never be a store 
of value while gold already is. 

“We said, let’s do everything 
Bitcoin is promising to do, but 
let’s actually be able to do it by 
having a real currency.” 


The Toronto-based company 
began offering its service to the 
public in May and had already 
racked up more than 168,000 
global users by the end of July, 
with about $7 million in trans¬ 
actions. 

Crumb said the system 
should be popular with the 
fringe gold bugs who foresee 
the imminent collapse of the 
U.S. dollar and a rise in gold, 
but he wants to appeal to a 
wider base who will use it as a 
form of savings account. 

“You don’t buy gold to get 
rich like you’re buying Apple 


Stock, you buy gold to protect 
your savings.” 

Most BitGold customers 
are in their forties or older, 
said Crumb, but he is seeing 
younger buyers who have never 
bought gold before. 

But many financial advisers 
disagree that gold should be 
considered a prudent place to 
store wealth. 

“The message of gold as 
a hedge against inflation is 
something that people sort 
of accepted as a given, but I 
think in the last 20 years it 
really hasn’t been true,” said 
Ted Rechtshaffen, president 
and CEO of TriDelta Financial. 

He said gold has had volatile 
swings in value in recent years, 
while inflation has actually 
stayed quite low.

If the liquefied-natural-gas in¬ 
dustry proceeds as the British 
Columbia government hopes, 
there could be five times as 
many fracking-caused earth¬ 
quakes, warns one expert. 

But the company that would 
provide gas to a major LNG 
terminal — the same com¬ 
pany found responsible for 
a 4.4-magnitude tremor last 
year — claims it won’t ramp up 
drilling. Progress Energy said 
it doesn’t need to increase the 
number of wells it drills each 
year to supply Pacific North- 
West LNG’s planned liquefac¬ 
tion and export terminal near 
Prince Rupert. 

“Our upstream drilling ac¬ 
tivity will remain relatively 
consistent with current levels 
over the life of the LNG pro¬ 
ject or may even decline and 
therefore pose no incremental 
risk,” said spokeswoman Stacie 
Dley in an email. 

The company paused its 
operations after a 4.6 magni¬ 
tude quake in northeast B.C. 
on Aug. 17. The B.C. Oil and 
Gas Commission is investigat¬ 
ing and has not established 
its cause. The commission 
has, however, confirmed that 
Progress Energy triggered a 4.4 
magnitude tremor last August 
— among the largest caused by 
the industiy in Canada. 

The $3 6-billion Pacific North- 
West LNG project is a corner¬ 
stone of the B.C. Liberals’ ef¬ 
forts to build a new natural 
gas export industry to Asia. 
It has been approved by the 
province but remains under 
federal review. 

David Hughes, a geoscientist 
who worked for the Geological 
Survey of Canada for 32 years, 
recently analyzed B.C.’s LNG 
plans for the Canadian Centre 
for Policy Alternatives. 

In order to meet the prov¬ 
ince’s highest estimate of five 
terminals delivering 82 million 
tonnes of LNG a year, drilling 
would have to increase five-fold 
by 2020 — up to 2,100 wells 
per year, he said.

Tories let racists do the 
anti-terror dirty work 



Conservative pundits argue 
Canada’s moderate Muslims 
must collectively — via Sharia 
plebiscite, one assumes — de¬ 
nounce jihad, and that they 
haven’t done enough to con¬ 
demn radicals. 

My name and ethnicity be¬ 
ing what they are, these sorts 
of people share this sentiment 
with me in online conserva¬ 
tions or, more awkwardly, 
at cocktail parties. While I 
usually argue the majority 
of Canadian Muslims, Arabs, 
Persians, etc., do in fact de¬ 
nounce jihad — and that more 
of them have been terror¬ 
ized than the “infidels” — we 
generally agree: More can be 
done. 

But now that’s out of the 
way, let’s talk about the Con¬ 
servatives’ racism problem. 

Lurk around the Conserva¬ 
tive Party’s Faceboolc page 


and you spot “top comments” 
about Sharia law on the 
party’s affordable housing ef¬ 
forts. It’s clearer still in the 
comments of sites like the 
Rebel Media, if you dare look. 

But few things are clearer 
than a case study from the last 
two weeks: Two candidates, 
Ala Buzreba of Calgary and 
William Moughrabi of Mont¬ 
real, both had their social- 
media pasts return to haunt 
them. 

Both are millennials and 
both Arab. Both made violent 
comments more than a year 
ago that played into Middle 
Eastern stereotypes — ap¬ 
pearing either anti-Semitic, 
misogynist or unhinged. 

The difference: One was a 
hijab-wearing Liberal Party 
candidate, who’s since apolo¬ 
gized and resigned; the other, 
a male Conservative Party can¬ 
didate who’s since apologized 
but won’t resign. 

Naturally, when these bozo 
eruptions are unearthed, 
they’re used by their respect¬ 
ive bases to call for resigna¬ 


tion. But the leftist outrage at 
Moughrabi was tame, focusing 
more on the double-standard 
of the party calling for its op¬ 
ponents’ resignations follow¬ 
ing identical mistakes, but not 
its own. 

Now here’s a Twitter sam¬ 
pling from Buzreba’s detract¬ 
ors: 

“Have you joined ISIS yet?” 

“Such a cute little terror¬ 
ist...” 

Even before her scandal, 
Pakistani pundit Tarek Fatah 
— a defected NDP candidate 
who’s been co-opted by the 
right, and who was best de¬ 
scribed on Twitter by a Muslim 
he slut-shamed as “a victim of 
internalized racism” — had 
attacked Buzreba and Justin 
Trudeau for being soft on ISIS. 
His evidence? A photo of her 
with other hijab-wearing sup¬ 
porters (after cropping out one 
with exposed hair). 

Another blogger spread 
pornographic, photoshopped 
photos of her being penetrat¬ 
ed by Trudeau. 

Much of this has to do with 


Buzreba’s gender. Her head¬ 
scarf and first name also make 
her ethnicity more prominent. 
But the difference is mostly be¬ 
cause of something everyone 
already knows: The right wing 
provides more comfortable 
seating for seething racists. 

(To those who argue Islam 
is a religion, not an ethnicity: 
Islamophobia in Canada dis¬ 
proportionately affects brown 
people. Let’s not pretend.) 

Islamophobia isn’t exclu¬ 
sively a Conservative problem; 
some Liberal and NDP-voting 
atheists will, in a defence of 
rationalism, cross over into 
bigotry. 

But overt bigotry is primar¬ 
ily a problem on the right. 

The leaders and politicians on 
that side of the spectrum must 
confront it. Instead, they’re let¬ 
ting it do their dirty work to 
support anti-terror bills and 
crucify their opponents.

We all want to make social 
progress, and most of us are 
even willing to fight for it. 

One reason we don’t is that 
picking battles is almost as 
hard as fighting them. 

I thought of this on 
Saturday at the Jays game in 
Toronto, where I found myself 
watching six police officers 
violently subdue a fan. 

I was buying a shirt when I 
looked to my left and saw the 
police hustle a sandy-haired, 
ropey-muscled lad out of a 
bathroom and into the exit 
tunnel. He flailed and cursed. 

A none-too-rare tableau at 
pro-sports venues — a routine 
collaring of a Rowdy Dude. An 
instant’s distraction, nothing 
more. 

I was returning to my seat 
and forgetting about the whole 
thing when, seconds later, I 
heard more yelling, turned 
around and saw the guy right 
behind me with half a dozen 
uniforms in hot pursuit. He’d 
bolted. The cops tackled him 
into a prone position, knees to 
his back, arms pressed against 
his neck. “Stop resisting!” 

“I’m not f—eking resisting!” 
Additional ambient cursing, 
sources unknown. A minute- 
long struggle. 

One of the poor guy’s out¬ 
raged friends started shooting 
video of this second phase of 
the encounter. In a fit of mild 
civic righteousness, I fol¬ 
lowed suit. Predictably, backs 
stiffened. To record police is, as 
far as some are concerned, to 
impugn police. A middle-aged 


man standing nearby didn’t ap¬ 
preciate what I was doing and 
told me so. In response, I ad 
libbed something about people 
behaving better when they 
know they’re being watched. 

Pretty big talk. You’d 
have thought I was shooting 
the Rodney King video. Not 
exactly. A few salient details 
I haven’t yet mentioned: The 
perp, who was white, had 
evidently been grabbed at a 
vulnerable moment — his 
belt was undone and his un¬ 
fastened pants were riding low 
around his thighs; one of shoes 
was missing; and when he was 
back on his feet, he yelled, “All 
this because of an e-cigarette, 
are you kidding me? You guys 
are f—ed!” 

Seems he’d been vaping 
in the men’s room. This was 
Trailer Park Boys stuff. This 
was the tragedy of King — and 
Eric Gamer, Samuel DuBose 
and Jermaine Carby — re¬ 
peating itself as low-stakes 
farce, with posturing and over¬ 
reaction on all sides: The cops 
threw a hockey team’s worth 
of personnel and aggression at 
a clandestine e-smolcer; we by¬ 
standers with iPhone cameras 
rolling got too full of ourselves; 
the police apologists in the 
vicinity turned a blind eye to 
pain in the name of public 
order; and the vaper himself 
acted like a political prisoner. 

I spent the rest of the game 
feeling the shame of the busy¬ 
body. It’s the kind of shame 
that advises against future 
involvement in other people’s 
business. And its lasting ef¬ 
fect is that, when something 
actually important happens, 
nothing important might be 
done about it.

Millennial not 
taking the well- 
trodden path 
to adulthood

Cherisse Feldberg, 31, still imagi¬ 
nes her wedding day. She wants 
a mermaid-style dress, her brides¬ 
maids will wear red and it’ll be a 
small affair—a crowd that can fit 
comfortably in her backyard. It’s 
been almost six years since she 
got engaged, and the wedding 
seems increasingly out of reach. 

First, her fiance’s father got 
sick, then they inherited the 
house (and the debt) in Golden, 
B.C., which meant pushing off 
the wedding for a year. Then she 
had a baby, and the ceremony got 
bumped again. And then another 
baby, and again, another delay. 
She says she wasn’t financially 
prepared for the turn of events. 

Feldberg is part of a growing 
cohort of millennials opting to 
undertake so-called markers of 
adulthood out of order. A new 
study by TD found 52 per cent of 
millennials are on track to com¬ 
plete their life goals—but not ac¬ 
cording to their plan. And many 
are facing the unexpected costs. 

One of the issues is millennials 
are still saving for big expenses 
as though they were going to go 
about it in the traditional order 
(that is graduate, move out and 
gain financial independence, 
get married, buy a home, have 
a kid), says Lee Bennett, senior 
vice-president of TD’s wealth and 
financial planning group. 

“It’s not that they have less 
money, they just have less time 
to put money away,” says Ben¬ 
nett. What’s more, many under¬

estimate the cost of these life 
events, Bennett says. 

For example, raising a child 
can run $13,000 a year, ac¬ 
cording to one estimate from 
MoneySense magazine. And 
as of July 2015, the average 
price of a Canadian home stands 
at $437,135, (up from about 
$150,00 in 2000). 

Even the cost of education is 
rising—the Canadian Centre for 


Policy Alternatives found tuition 
has nearly tripled over the past 
20 years, with average student 
debt hovering in the mid- to high- 
$20,000 range. And millennials’ 
salaries haven’t kept pace, in¬ 
creasing only $1,000 (adjusted 
for inflation) when compared 
to their parents’ generation 30 
years prior, according to a 2014 
study by BMO. 

The recession hasn’t helped, 


either: unemployment levels 
among 15- to 24-year-olds has 
hovered around 13 per cent since 
the 2008 financial meltdown. 
And keeping up with eveiyday 
expenses means it can be even 
more difficult to save for the 
next stage. 

Feldberg says this is exactly 
what happened to her. 

“There’s too many reasons to 
keep putting the wedding off,” 
she says. “It would have been 
easier to do it in (2009) when 
there was no house, no kids. Now 
there are other priorities — we 
needed a new kitchen, the kids 
have to go on a family holiday. 
A wedding takes last place to 
eveiything else.” 


That’s not to say millennials 
are moping about the unexpect¬ 
ed turn of events, says Johanna 
Faigelman, a cultural anthro¬ 
pologist who studies this cohort 
extensively as the president of 
marketing research firm Human 
Branding. Adulthood, she says, 
is a social construct: the transi¬ 
tion from frivolous, happiness¬ 
seeking teenager to grownup 
contributing member of society. 

“But the transition has been 
stretched over time to the point 
where it isn’t fully happening,” 
says Faigelman. 

As of 2011, 42 per cent of 
people in their 20s lived with 
their parents, compared to 27 
per cent in 1981. And millen¬ 


nials are putting off marriage as 
well. In 2008, the average age of 
newlyweds was 30 compared to 
23 in 1972, according to Statis¬ 
tics Canada. 

Yet, delaying adulthood is 
not necessarily by choice. One 
study by the Pew Research Center 
found one-third of millennials 
want to get married or have a 
baby, but are putting it off for 
financial reasons. 

Psychology professor Jeffrey 
Arnett at Clark University in 
Worcester, Mass, has said chan¬ 
ges in society (such as the need 
for more education, fewer entiy- 
level jobs and a delay in having 
children in favour of focusing on 
careers) have created a new stage 
called “emerging adulthood.” 

“‘Adulthood’ was the end of 
all the foolish things like living 
your dream, pursuing your hap¬ 
piness. It meant that comer of¬ 
fice, white picket fence and two- 
point-five kids,” Faigelman says. 
But, she adds, millennials don’t 
want financial obligations like 
mortgages to stop their pursuit 
of happiness. 

Faigelman reasons this is be¬ 
cause millennials are shifting 
their definitions of what they 
want in life; what makes for a 
“successful” adulthood. 

“(Millennials) might see the 
value in owning a house, but 
(say) ‘Maybe it’s not for me, I’d 
rather pay for experiences and 
travel, and have that enrich my 
life,”’ she says. 

Rather than focus on the 
what they want, but can’t af¬ 
ford, this cohort is making these 
unplanned events the markers 
of success, she says. 

“I still want the wedding 
dress, the first dance and that 
memoiy,” says Feldberg of her 
far-off wedding. “But our pri¬ 
orities are saving up for a big¬ 
ger home, and saving for our 
kids’ school fund — that’s what 
matters.”

On Tuesday, Statistics Canada will an¬ 
nounce the gross domestic product 
for the second quarter of this year. A 
recession is defined as two consecu¬ 
tive quarters of negative growth. 
Some economists say Canada likely 
met the technical definition of a re¬ 
cession but without some of the clas¬ 
sic hallmarks of a severe downturn. 




A financial report from Alberta on Mon¬ 
day should offer a glimpse into how 
the provincial government has been 
faring amid low crude prices. Finance 
Minister Joe Ceci will be expected to ad¬ 
dress how the NDP government plans 
to regain its fiscal footing. “You can’t 
call it a Canadian recession. You can 
call it an Alberta recession,” said Bank 
of Montreal senior economist Robert 
Kavcic. “There’s still 75 per cent of 
the Canadian economy that’s not tied 
to the energy sector geographically.” 


Quebec-based convenience store 
operator Alimentation Couche-Tard 
will report its first-quarter results on 
Tuesday. In July, the owner of Mac’s 
and Couche-Tarde stores said its U.S. 
operation — where it operates mostly 
as Circle I< — had its best quarterly 
performance since the financial crisis 
of 2008. 




The Toronto-based retailer reports it 
second-quarter earnings Wednesday. 
Things haven’t looked bright for the 
department store chain, which posted 
a $59.1 million loss in the previous 
quarter. The company is also on the 
search for a new CEO after the depar¬ 
ture of Ronald Boire — the third to 
leave the job suddenly in two years. 


Many will be watching when Statis¬ 
tics Canada releases the jobs figures 
for August on Friday, particularly 
as they come in a federal election 
campaign where the economy has 
been a central issue. The country’s 
unemployment rate has been stuck 
at 6.8 per cent for six months, so ob¬ 
servers will be looking out for any 
signs of movement.

Declaring 
bankrupcy over 
student loans 
rarely works 



I have such fond memories of 
that glorious stretch of days 
when bar tabs and restaurant 
receipts were no obstacle. I’m 
referring of course to the begin¬ 
ning of the school year, when 
summer job money hadn’t yet 
evaporated and then the glori¬ 
ous lump-sum student loan 
cash would fall from the heav¬ 
ens. Of course, those fond day¬ 
dreams can quickly become 
nightmares if student loan debt 
isn’t taken care of properly. 

Even as financially illiterate 
as I was when I went through 
my university adventures, I 
still remember being shocked 
at the number of students who 
weren’t really sure what a stu¬ 
dent loan was, other than a way 


to get money into their bank 
account. They didn’t totally 
know if they ever had to pay 
it back, and since seemingly 
everyone was getting one, they 
couldn’t be that bad, right? 

Many of us are now find¬ 
ing out that it can definitely 
be that bad. As students head 
back to campuses across Can¬ 
ada, there is no shortage of 
factual evidence that young 
Canadians are piling on debt 


like never before. This is bad 
news for them, and it could 
be bad news for their lender 
— you and me. 

That’s right: If you pay taxes 
in Canada, you’re helping to 
lend money to students for 
post-secondary school, and who 
are deemed to need the loan. 

Because the government 
knows we might get a little 
testy if our tax dollars aren’t 
paid back, (we’re already dir¬ 


ectly footing the bill for a large 
part of every university and 
college’s budget, after all) it’s 
pretty adamant that once you 
reach the light at the end of the 
tunnel and get your cap and 
gown, you need to jump right 
into your professional career 
and start repaying your debt. 

The obvious problem is that 
the assumed career pot of gold 
at the end of post-secondary 
rainbow appears to be getting

more and more elusive. But if 
you think not finding a good 
job will prevent the govern¬ 
ment from reaching into your 
bank account, you better read 
the fine print. 

Student loan debt is one of 
the most difficult financial situ¬ 
ations to get out of. Compan¬ 
ies can use all sorts of fancy 
bankruptcy options to fold, 
restructure, or otherwise hold 
creditors at bay. Even credit 
card debt and car loans can 
be forgiven in a less-than-ideal 
scenario when someone de¬ 


clares personal bankruptcy. 

Student debt is like that D on 
your transcript from that first- 
year course you never woke up 
for: It will stay with you forever. 
Declaring bankruptcy won’t 
erase the debt, and the earli¬ 
est most people can go about 
getting their student debt for¬ 
given is seven years after they 
graduate. 

Only in veiy selective cases 
of “hardship” (an extremely 
difficult status to attain) will 
that seven-year period be short¬ 
ened to five years. Even after 
the seven-year mark, declaring 
bankruptcy, selling all of your 
possessions, and begging to 
be given a fresh start doesn’t 
always result in a clean slate. 
Governments can garnish your 
tax returns while penalizing 
you in other ways. 

Proving hardship is much 
more difficult than simply say¬ 
ing you haven’t found your 
dream job yet. If you’re still in 
school, be careful when the bal¬ 
ance in your chequing account 
suddenly hits new highs — the 
piper will be paid one way or 
another someday — and “some¬ 
day” comes sooner than many 
would ever expect.

Like the 
common cold, 
disrespect 
spreads 



When a colleague is popping 
COLD-FX and filling their gar¬ 
bage with snotty Kleenex, you’ll 
probably try to steer clear of 
their desk. 

And while they might inter¬ 
pret your aloofness as rudeness, 
you might consider in-your-face 
sneezing to be impolite, as well. 
But what if germs weren’t the 
only contagious workplace 
threats? According to a new 
study, rudeness itself is catching. 

In a recent article from the 
Journal of Applied Psychology, 
researchers from the University 
of Florida tracked 90 students as 
they practised negotiation with 
different partners. Their findings: 
When a student perceived one 
partner as rude, they themselves 
were far more likely to be con¬ 
sidered rude by a subsequent 
partner. 

Like a microbe jumping from 
one sinus-clogged co-worker to 
the next, disrespect spreads. 

This discovery suggests it 
could be worthwhile to rethink 
how we understand and respond 
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to rude colleagues. According to 
the study’s researchers, rudeness 
is transmitted subconsciously. 
When a workmate dishes a pas¬ 
sive-aggressive comment about 
the smell of your lunch, you 
don’t make an intentional deci¬ 
sion to shoot down eveiyone’s 
ideas in your afternoon meeting 
— it just happens, due to auto¬ 
matic mechanisms in your brain. 
And while we can’t control our 
subconscious, we can approach 
rudeness with new awareness. 

When faced with a snide re¬ 
mark or standoffish greeting, it’s 
normal to focus on the perpetra¬ 
tor. Rather than fixating on how 
to zap your offender’s bad vibes, 
however, consider how to har¬ 
ness your own. It’s possible to 
develop strong personal guide¬ 
lines for how you want to treat 
and speak to your colleagues, re 
turning to these standards when¬ 
ever you encounter snippy or 
aggressive conduct. 

Even when you’re having a 
particularly grouchy day, you 
can engage specific actions that 
are simple to adopt such as a 
neutral tone of voice, an open 
posture, and a not-scowling fa¬ 
cial expression. 

It’s not just emotionally un¬ 
pleasant to be on the receiving 
end of rudeness — it can put a 
dent in your efficiency. Though 
eye rolls can be satisfying, com¬ 
mitting to cordiality is a more 
effective to way to maintain pro¬ 
ductivity by preventing rudeness 
from taking root. You might even 
discover that politeness is con¬ 
tagious, too.

Listen to enough TED talks or 
commencement speeches, and 
you’ll think that you should 
love your job and anything less 
is selling yourself short. 

But Miya Tokumitsu wants to 
push back against this mantra. 

“As someone with one foot in 
academia and the other in the 
arts, I would hear lots of things 
like, ‘Oh, we’re not in it for the 


money,’ or, ‘Well, you shouldn’t 
expect to get a decent-paying job 
right away,”’ says the Jacobin 
magazine contributor and art 
histoiy PhD. “I think those kinds 
of exploitative messages come 
from this idea of ‘Do what you 
love.’ And they’re not only un¬ 
realistic; they’re also harmful.” 

Tokumitsu, who teaches his¬ 
toiy at the University of Mel¬ 
bourne, has written a book on 
the subject called Do What You 
Love: And Other Lies About Suc¬ 
cess and Happiness. So, what 
does she tell her starry-eyed 


undergrads when they want 
career advice? We asked her. 

There’s nothing wrong 
with working for money 

Tokumitsu’s main problem with 
the ‘Do what you love’ man¬ 
tra is that it treats people who 
take jobs because they need to 
pay rent or feed their family as 
somewhat inferior. And, since 
pursuing a college education 
nowadays virtually guarantees 
you’ll be saddled with enormous 
debt, graduates — except for the 
privileged few—can’t afford to 


be too precious about their jobs. 

“The plain fact is in the cur¬ 
rent world in which we live, you 
need to earn wages to meet your 
basic needs, and that is the pri¬ 
mary reason why people work,” 
Tokumitsu says. 

Love takes time 

There’s nothing wrong with 
pursuing your interests — or 
a career that you think you’ll 
find fulfilling. But, the idea that 
you’re going to fall in love with 
your job on Day 1 is just un¬ 
realistic. 


“The main thing I would say 
to a 22- or 23-year-old is that love 
takes time,” says Tokumitsu. 

It’s not all about you 

When applying for — or set¬ 
tling on — a job, sometimes 
there are more important factors 
than just the amount of pleas¬ 
ure you’ll personally get from 
it. “Think of the work you’re 
doing not so much as some¬ 
thing that’s for you and for your 
pleasure but as a contribution 
that you’re making to society,” 
advises Tokumitsu.

Parks 
not wild about ’tude 


A WALK IN THE WOODS 

Concern about 
bad behaviour 
grows as use of 
trails explodes 

With last year’s release of the 
movie Wild about a woman’s 
journey on the Pacific Crest Trail, 
and what experts call a growing 
interest in outdoor activities, 
the number of people on the 
Appalachian Trail has exploded. 

And the numbers are only 
expected to climb further after 
A Walk in the Woods — a movie 
based on the 1998 Bill Biyson 
book about the Appalachian Trail 
— hits theatres this week. 

The growing number of hik¬ 
ers is becoming a management 
nightmare at Maine’s Baxter 


State Park, home to the trail’s 
final summit on Mount Katahdin, 
officials say hikers are flouting 
park rules by openly using drugs 
and drinking alcohol, camping 
where they aren’t supposed to, 
and tiying to pass their pets off 
as service dogs. 

Officials say they also believe 
the culture and attitude of the 
people using the footpath is 
changing. 

Jensen Bissell, director of the 
park, said in a let¬ 
ter to the Ap¬ 
palachian Trail 
Conservancy 
late last year that 
hikers are “open 
and deliberate in 
their desire for 
freedom from all 
rules and regula¬ 
tions.” He warns 
that the trail may 


need to end somewhere besides 
Katahdin if something doesn’t 
change soon. 

“If we have 2,000 hikers now, 
how will it be when we have 
3,500 or 4,000 hikers?” Bissell 
said. 

More than 830 people com¬ 
pleted the 2,189-mile hike last 
year, up from just 182 in 1990, 
according to the Appalachian 
Trail Conservancy, based in Harp¬ 
ers Ferry, West Va. At Baxter, the 
number of registered long¬ 
distance hikers grew from 
359 in 1991 to more than 
2,000 in 2014. 

Hundreds of miles 
away, misbehaving hik¬ 
ers contributed to a small 
Pennsylvania commun- 
' ity’s recent decision to

shutter the sleeping quarters 
it had offered for decades in 
the basement of its municipal 
building. 

Some say there appears to be 
a growing sense of entitlement 
among hikers, many of whom 
are just out of college or have 
enough money to leave work 
for months at a time. 

“We had to take off half a 
year of working, and not a lot 
of people can do that,” Karl Ber¬ 
ger, a 24-year-old Maine resident 
known on the trail as GQ, said 
from a camp site in Baxter, where 
he was resting with his father 
before finishing the hike up Ka¬ 
tahdin. 

“I don’t think a lot of hikers 
acknowledge that it’s a privilege 
to be out here.” 

Many hikers said they believe 
the concerns are being over¬ 
blown.

Jays on a roll, crush Tigers

AL East leaders 
have ‘feel of a 
championship 
team’ this year 

When Mark Buehrle won a 
World Series with the Chicago 
White Sox in 2005, he constant¬ 
ly felt like no matter the defi¬ 
cit they would win the game. 
The 2015 Toronto Blue Jays are 
similar, only with a super-sized 
offence. 

“Here, shoot, if we don’t 
score eight runs, we had a bad 
day,” Buehrle said after a 9-2 
win against the Detroit Tigers 
on Sunday afternoon at Rogers 
Centre. “We’re confident. We’re 
coming to the field every day 
thinking we’re going to win.” 

The Blue Jays have reason 
to feel that way. After sweep¬ 
ing the Tigers, they’re 21-5 in 
August and lead the American 
League East by 1-1/2 games over 
the New York Yankees. 

On Sunday, Toronto provid¬ 
ed eveiything that has become 
commonplace since a flurry of 
pre-trade-deadline moves: an of¬ 
fensive onslaught, strong pitch¬ 
ing and reliable defence in front 
of a sellout crowd. Russell Martin 
and Kevin Pillar each hit a two- 
run home run, Josh Donaldson 
and Edwin Encarnacion each 
had a solo shot, and the Blue 
Jays added to their major-league 
best run production. 

“If this isn’t the feel of a 
championship team, I don’t 
know what is,” Martin said. “I 
feel like we’re great offensively, 
we’re great on defence, we’re

pitching great, our bullpen has 
depth. I like what we have go¬ 
ing right now.” 

It’s hard not to like what the 
Blue Jays have going. They’ve 
been dominant in the month 
since acquiring shortstop Troy 
Tulowitzki, ace David Price, out¬ 
fielder Ben Revere and relievers 
LaTroy Hawkins and Mark Lowe. 
Confidence is at an all-time high, 
something manager John Gib¬ 
bons credits those trades for. 

“With the trades (for) Tulow¬ 


itzki, Price, Hawkins, Lowe, Re¬ 
vere, (infielder Cliff) Pennington, 
we just took off after they hap¬ 
pened,” Gibbons said. “I don’t 
know how it could but the 
addition of those guys that has 
pushed us to this point. It gave 
eveiybody a shot in the arm.” 

While Tulowitzki has strug¬ 
gled at the plate, his defence 
remains a major upgrade over 
Jose Reyes. Tulowitzki doubled 
Sunday after Gibbons moved 
him down from the leadoff spot 
to fifth in the order. Revere went 
0-for-4 with a walk in the No. 1 
hole, but that didn’t stunt the 
Blue Jays’ production at all. 

In a lineup that has become 
a modern-day murderer’s row, 
Encarnacion continued his torrid 
hitting by going 2-for-3 with his 


30th home mn of the season. He 
extended his hitting streak to 
25 games and is three short 
of Shawn Green’s franchise 
record set in 1999.
